pasta: new Bonkruptoy Ordinance bas beso 
Rpoken of. So' far, howavar, no step has 
béen taken towarda remedying tho existing 
ayils, and considerable losa andinconveniance 
are ontailed on merchantaand tradera by the 
ancortainty which the present ‘system engen- 
dora In Singapore, whore a similar atate of 
things prevails, the anbject has been talran 
seriously in band, an influential Comuniasion 
appointed to consider it having recently pra- 
sented its report, and on this report the At- 
torney-Geueral bas been instructed to prepara 
a Bill for introdaction in tho “Logislativs 
Council, Before preparing o new Bank- 
ruptoy Ordinauce for Hongkong it would- 
‘now, probably, Ue as well to wait until the 
matter hag been disposed of in the Straits 20, 
that our local legislatura may have the ad. 
wantage of seaing what has been dono thoro, 
The circumstances of the two coloniaa ara so 
similar that tho’ legislation found advant- 
sgocus in tho duo will almost certainly 
prove useful in the other. The following 
statement, taken from the report of the 
Straits Bankruptcy ‘Commission, of the 
special circumstances which tend to eaable 
fraudolent debtors to defeat thoir creditora 
ia as applicable to Hongkoug as to Singa.

With a view of checking these abuses tho 
Commission make several recommendations 
to the @ffoct that the consequences too bank- 
rupt of not obtaining bis discharge should 
be made much more serious than they are at 
present, and that the penal provisions of the 
law should be extended and sore easily put 
in motion, The Commission also propose 
the following provisions :—~ 

(1)—Thet the bankrapt aball with 
nototoment containing the sellowing actionlure, viz. 
the cause of hia bankraptey, the dato whon he lsat 
bofore becoming insolvent balsnoed his accouute, the 
amonnt of his capital at tho date of such balance after 
providing-for the psymont of all bla Liabilities and 
tasking allowances for bad and doubtful dobts, and 
the date on. which ‘ho first knew or. had reason to 
believe that ha waa inaolvent. 

(2)--That if the asaata collected, and other assets 
returned by the Trasteo or Oficial Reosiver as good 
debts, ahall at the expiration of aix menths from tho 
data of adjudication be insuflicient ‘opay fo percent, 
upon dabts proved or rotorued in the statSment of 

. it bail be presumed until the contrary be 
shown that the bankropt has continued to trade after 
knowing himself to, be insolvoat. 

(.)—Thatin considering whethortbe bankrupt Inow 
himself to be insolvent at any partioular date, any 
eB due by ony poreo residing ont of tho juriadio 
tion and which has been outstanding moro than 
‘twelve months after it was inourrod ahall not be cen- 
sidered na an asset. 

(.)—That a bonkrapt shall be deemed to” have 
traded after he has known himself to be insolvont if 
hho did not know, or had ‘zo reason to believe himeel!, 


aolrent. A 
()—That 9 bankepgt shall be deemed, until tho 
sontrary ‘in proved, to have continued.to trade after 
xnowing himself tt be insolvent, unlesa he abit 
produce to the Oficial Reoviver propar balance shoots 
Ahewing tho state of his affairs for each of the threa 
‘Feara preceding bis bankraptoy ond unless be shall 
entisfy the Court that the same were mado within a 
reasonable time from the ond of each of such yeare, 


These recommendatiousspeak for themselves, 
and it is nnnecessary to Awoll on their im- 
portance. As'tho law at presont stands: it 
rets on-the opposing creditors to show that 
a bankrupt has been guilty—of. raah. or 
bazardous speculution or other irregularities, 
The effect of the suggested ‘provisions just 
quoted would be that the onus ‘would be 
thrown on the bankrupt to prove that his 
inability to pay hia just debts was duo to no 
fault of his own. :

gistor becoming blocked with the names of deceased 
persons ond thos who have. given up businosa or left 
the Colony. 
Tt oppears that in Germany the registration 
of all trading firms, whether consisting of 
single individuals:or partnerships, is com. 
pulsory. The desirability of,s. similar pro-| 
vigion in this: colony is generally admitted, 
but the difficulty of its application has 
hitherto. been considered ao grent as to 
prevent any practical atep, being taken in 
this direction. This difficulty had, however, 
we think, been much overrated. * 

In the above remarks we have ondesvourod 
19 convey an idea of the principal linea of the 
report of the Commission appointed in’ the 
Straits to consider this important question of 
yhe Bankruptcy Ordinance ond Taw of 


Partnership. As we bave alrandy suggested,
